and peacefully to meditate, with no set guide. At the 
best the time is short ; and it may be, that while the 
soul is seeking for its food, and ere it be well chosen, 
the minutes have flitted by, and the worshipper is 
caUed upon to join in the common service. The 
object then, of this little work is to provide some 
fixed subject, so that the mind may have wherein 
to occupy itself, and so be saved the distractions 
and wanderings of thought which are fain to arise, 
if it be left to seek out matter for itself. It is not 
meant to prescribe to any the length of prayer or 
meditation that should be used ; some have longer, 
some shorter time; the one may omit, the other 
may expand ; the only object is to afford food, and 
a set subject, that no minutes may be lost out of 
that life which fleeteth by so swiftly, but that some, 
at least, may " redeem the time." 

To those into whose hands this manual is likely 
to come, it is needless to speak of the importance 
of an early attendance in God's house, and of re- 
verent behaviour therein ; yet it may be allowed to 
quote the words of one of whom all may well be 
willing to learn ; " Come we calmly to this holy 
place, not thinking or speaking up to its very 
threshold of things of earth, but as men bent on a 
great service, where much is at stake, coming to a 
Holy Presence from Whom depends our all ; pray we

as we enter it, that God would guard our thoughts 
and compose our minds, and j&x them upon Him ; 
employ we any leisure before the service begins, in 
thought or private prayer ; guard we our eyes from 
straying to those around us ; listen we reverently to 
His holy word ; use the pause before each prayer to 
ask God to enable us to pray this prayer also ; and 
so pray each separate prayer, as far as we can, re- 
lying on His gracious aid ; beware we how we let 
the mind relax, as though some prayers — ^those 
which God has especially commanded, for kings 
and those in authority — were of less importance to 
us, (for this has often been the first inlet and occa- 
sion of distraction,) and yet God has especially en- 
joined these prayers, and He has annexed a blessing 
to them, ' that we may lead a peaceable and godly 
life,' and any ills which people so readily complain 
of in governments, may be the punishment of their 
own coldness in these prayers, and it is an act of 
dutiful charity, since kings are for our sakes exposed 
to especial dangers and trial which we are freed 
from — but strive we to pray as we should serve 
God, with aU our heart and all our mind ; and He 
wiU graciously help our infirmities, and accept our 
longings, and hear, we may even hope, what we 
longed to pray for, but failed. And if we have 
wandered, let us, as soon as we perceive it, collect

ourselves with all our might, and when the ' Amen' 
comes, let us seek to gather into one the petition of 
the prayer, and crave, by a hearty assent, to be 
allowed to join in that which by our frailty we have 
missed. Prayer for pardon should close all our 
prayers, and if, when returned home, we could find 
some intervals for praying anew the prayers, which 
in public we missed, God would doubtless join us on 
with His faithftd worshippers, look favourably on our 
earnestness, and strengthen us for the future ; . . . . 
distraction will come through weakness, ill health, 
&tigue ; only pray, guard, strive against it ; hiimble 
yourselves imder it, and for the past negligences, of 
which it is mostly the sad fruit; rely less upon 
yourself, cast yourself more upon God, hang more 
wholly upon Him, and long the more for that 
blessed time when the redeemed of the Lord shall 
serve Him day and night without distraction*." 

Of the work itself the compiler would only say 
that it puts forward no claim to originality ; it has 
only been arranged and adapted, and little more has 
been newly written than was necessary to*harmonize 
the whole. Little is original : and yet much is new, 
— new in form and arrangement, but old in matter 
and words, for the Church has a plenteous store, and 
is ready at all times to " bring forth from her trea-

sures things new and old." To acknowledge his 
obligations to each particidar writer would be need- 
less, and is indeed scarcely possible, but to those 
with whom his work is likely to find favour it 
will suffice to say that St. Augustine, Bishops An- 
drewes and Jeremy Taylor, Thomas a Kempis, and 
Sherlock, have each contributed somewhat. If the 
flowers that have been gathered from each have any 
sweetness, so that being bound together into one 
they may add to the pleasant savour of the incense 
which the soul shall oflfer in the sanctuary, he has 
been rewarded; and he. will but ask that they who 
shall have been in any wise helped by this his 
offering would join him in their prayers, that living, 
he may ever worship in the commimion of the faith- 
M with a holy worship, or having joined those who 
are departed in the Lord, may sing praise before the 
throne of God for ever and ever.

HOUSE, AND IN THE SE&YICE OF GOD. 



(From Sherlock's Fxactical ChristUui.) 

Upon your going to churcli, three things will be " 
necessary for you to consider. 

1. The condition of the plaee whither you axe 
going. 

2. The great end of your going thither ; and, 

3. How there you are tx> demean yourself. 

All this you woidd consider if you were going to 
the palace of an earthly prince, who is but a mortal 
man like yourself; and you surely have much more 
reason to consider these particulars, now that you 
are going imto the courts of the Lord's house. 

First then, as to the house whither you are going. 
It is indeed, as to its &bric, but like other houses, 
made of wood and stone, (eyen as the Lord's day is 
but like other days as to the air and light of

heaven :) but the relative holiness of this house, and 
its eminency above other houses, will appear by the 
names whereby it is called both in the book and by 
the people of God. 

Under the Law it was called, " the tabernacle of 
the congregation," t. e, the place of God's meeting 
with His people ; " the temple of the Lord," where 
He presents Himself to the contemplation, or view 
of His worshippers, sitting betwixt the cherubim 
as on His throne of state. It is also called " the 
sanctuary of the Lord ;" " the house of God ;" " the 
habitation of His holiness ;" and " the place where 
His honour dwelleth." All which names do explain 
each other, and need no interpretation. 

Under the Gospel it is called 'e#cicXj;o-wi rov eeoi), 
" the church of God ;" Kvpuucfi, " the Lord's house ;" 
Bao-tXtKi7, " the King's palace ;" and oratorium, " the 
house of prayer." Any of which names (much more 
all of them together considered) will oblige any man 
who hath any sense of religion, to obey that com- 
mand of God Himself, which is not merely cere- 
monial and typical, but moral and perpetual : " ye 
shall keep My sabbaths, and reverence My sanctuary : 
I am the Lord*." 

Secondly, as to the great end of your going to 
church, it is, to present yourself before the Lord,

and there to adore the great Majesty of heaven, from 
whom you have your life, and breath, and all things. 

It is not to serve yourself^ hy hearing this or the 
other fine-gifted minister tickling your itching ears, by 
his taking discourses agreeable to your fency ; but 
" To serve the Lord!^ is your errand to His house; viz., 
there to join with the minister and the congregation 
in public prayers and praises of God, in " psalms 
and hymns and spiritual songs^ ;" in confessions, 
thanksgivings, and benedictions, as wherein chiefly 
the service of God consists. 

" Behold, now praise the Lord, all ye servants of 
the Lord ; ye that by night stand in the house of 
the Lord, even in the courts of the house of our 
God. Lift up your hands in the sanctuary, and 
praise the Lord*'.'* 

As for me, " I will worship towards Thy holy 
temple, and praise Thy name^." 

Thirdly, as to your carriage and demeanour in the 
house of God, you are commanded, " keep thy foot 
when thou"goest to the house of God® ;" enjoining 
thee, 

1. To beware of all light, unseemly, indecent, 
and irreverent carriage, and to shew humility and 
devotion in aU the gestures of Thy outward man,

'^ bowing down thyself, and kneeling before the Lord 
thy maker' ;'* before Him who made both thy body 
and soul, and joined them together that they might 
be joined in His service. So worshipped the people 
of God; the whole congregation '' bowed themselYes 
with their &ces to the gronnd^." And so aU good 
people resolve to do : '' we will go into His taber- 
nacle, and £Edl low on our knees before His foot- 
stool»»." 

2. The foot of the inward man must also, and 
chiefly, be kept upright in the house of God. Thy 
affections are the feet or motions of thy soul ; these 
must be kept free from all secular cares, pure from 
all sensual lusts, clean from all wanton, wicked in- 
clinations, yea from all thoughts of any worldly con- 
cerns. For " ye cannot serve God and mammon*." 

In the high-priest's forehead was engraven in a 
plate of gold, " Holiness to the Lord^ ;" and every 
ordinary priest was commanded to wash before he 
entered into the sanctuary^ ; intimating that exact 
purity and holiness which is required of all, both 
priests and people, when we approach the presence 
of the Lord, in His holy temple. So saith the holy 
man of God, "Holiness becometh Thy house, O

Lord, for ever™ ;" and he resolves accordingly ; " I 
will wash my hands in innocency, and so will I go 
to Thine Altar^." 

Be not slothM and negligent, averse and careless, 
backward and tardy in coining to the church ; for 
many and mischieyons are the consequents of com- 
ing late. For, 1 . You rob yourself of the opportu- 
nity of your private prayers for a blessing upon the 
public. 2. You lose the benefit of public confession 
and absolution, which are of high esteem and value 
to all who are wisely religious. And, 3. To deprive 
yourself wittingly and willingly of any part of 
God's public worship, is both a sin and a loss of so 
great an account, as cannot easily be expressed, nor 
will be ordinarily believed. 

Against such sinM sloth and neglect, endeavour 
to have imprinted in your heart the love of God's 
house, and of His service there performed. Say, 
with the itian after God's own heart, " Lord, I have 
loved the habitation of Thy house, and the place 
where Thine honour dwelleth'^." 

" I was glad when they said unto me. We will go 
into the house of the Lobd." 

" Our feet shall stand in thy gates, O Jeru- 
salemP."

DIRECTIONS RELATING TO SOME PARTS OF 
THE PUBLIC WORSHIP. 

As soon as the minister begins with the public 
worship, all your private meditations and prayers 
must be set aside, and your mind appHed to attend 
diligently, and to join devoutly in every part and 
passage of divine service ; considering that this is 
the great end of your coming to church, and your 
business there is to serve the Lord with your chris- 
tian brethren in public. 

1. Therefore when the minister exhorts you out 
of the word of God, to confess and acknowledge 
your sins and wickedness, harden not your hearts, 
but with all possible himiiHty both of body and soul, 
say after the minister in the confession of sin ; and 
to this, and to every prayer, or other act of divine 
worship, where it is prescribed, neglect not to say, 
Amen : for that is as it were the seal to confirm to 
your soul the benefits thereof. And the Hebrews 
have a saying, that, " whosoever says Amen with all 
his might, opens the doors of Paradise." 

2. After the confession, when the minister comes 
to the words of absolution, bow down your head, 
and say softly in your heart, " Lord, let this pardon 
pronounced by Thy minister, fall upon my soul, and 
seal thereunto the forgiveness of all my sins."

3. The psalms and hymns are to be answered 
verse for verse with the minister [or choir, alter- 
nately from side to side] , that so all may join and 
bear a part in the service of Q-od ; for " in His tem- 
ple doth every man speak of His honour'i." And 
here, although you cannot read, yet your heart may 
join with them that do read ; and your mouth also 
may shew forth the praise of God, by saying, after 
every psalm, " Glory be to the Father, and to," &c.: 
or else if it fall in course, "As it was in the begin- 
ning, is now," &c., adding always Amen, to express 
how affectionately you desire the glory of God. 

4. Be not silent nor ashamed publicly and audi- 
bly to make confession of the holy christian feith, 
when you are thereimto called by the minister. For 
this is a duty you owe both to God and man : it is 
an act of God's worship, and a declaration that you 
hold the same faith with all true christians. And 
therefore it is reqxdred of you, not only " with the 
heart to believe imto righteousness," but that " with 
the mouth" also " confession be made imto salva- 
tion^" 

And when the confession of feith is publicly pro- 
nounced, do not you sit or loll, as if it concerned 
you not, but stand up with the rest of the congrega- 
tion, to signify and declare that you will stand to

this Mth, and " earnestly contend for it," as being 
the same which was once given to," or by " the 
saints," the holy Apostles. 

5. Be not so cold and careless in giving honour to 
God, as not to " bow at the name of Jesus :" for it 
is a duty positively commanded and universally prac- 
tised by the Church and people of God in all ages^, 

6. That you may not be tired with the length of 
the divine service ; consider, 1. The great variety 
of its several parts, as consisting of prayers, and 
praises, confessions, thanksgivings, invitations, les- 
sons, admonitions, &c. ; all of which are with most 
admirable prudence and religious wisdom, so ordered 
and contrived to follow each other, that so the end- 
ing of one and beginning of another, may renew and 
requicken your devotion cheerftilly to join in all. 

Eemember, 2. Whose service it is you are doing, 
and continue therein from the beginning to the end : 
that you may reap the benefit of the whole office, 
both of the absolution in the beginning, and of the 
blessing in the end, and of the Amens throughout."

fire." No man can always have the same spiritual 
pleasure in his prayers ; for the greatest saints have 
sometimes suffered the banishment of the heart, 
sometimes are fervent, sometimes they feel a barren- 
ness of devotion : for this spirit comes and goes. 
Rest therefore only in God, and in doing thy duty ; 
and know, that if thou beest overjoyed to-day, this 
hour will pass away, and temptation and sadness 
will succeed. 

In all afflictions, seek rather for patience than for 
comfort; if thou preservest that, this will return, 
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Any man would serve God, if lie felt pleasure in 
it always ; but the virtuous does it when his soul is 
fuU of heaviness, and regards not himself, but God, 
and hates that consolation that lessens his compunc- 
tion, but loves any thing whereby he is made more 
humble. 

That which thou dost not imderstand when thou 
readest, thou shalt understand in the day of thy 
visitation : for there are many secrets of religion 
which are not perceived till they be felt, and are 
not felt but in the day of a great calamity. 

He that prays, despairs not. But sad is the con- 
dition of him that cannot pray. Happy are they 
that ca/n and do^ and love to do it. 

Watch, and resist the devil in all his temp- 
tations and snares. His chief designs are these ; 
to hinder thy desire in good ; to put thee by from 
thy spiritual employment, from prayers especially, 
from the meditation of the Passion, from the re- 
membrance of thy sins, from humble confession 
of them, from speedy repentance, from the custody 
of thy senses and of thy heart, from firm purposes 
of growing in grace, from reading good books, and 
frequent receiving the holy Sacrament. It is all 
one to him if he deceives thee by a lie or by truth ; 
whether he trouble thee by love of the present, 
or fear of the future. He is at peace who is re- 
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conciled to God ; and God loves him, when he 
hath overcome himself; and all is well, when no- 
thing pleases him but God, being thankM in the 
midst of his afiflictions ; and he is holy, who, when 
he hath lost his comfort loses nothing of his duty, 
but is stiU the same, when God changes His face 
towards him.

Repentance of all things in the world makes the 
greatest change : it changes things in heaven and 
earth; for it changes the whole man from sin to 
grace, from vicious habits to holy customs. 

He that repents truly is greatly sorrowful for his 
past sins ; not with a superficial sigh or tear, but a 
pungent afflictive sorrow; such a sorrow as hates 
the sin so much that the man would choose to die 
rather than act it any more. 

The expression of this sorrow diflfers accord- 
ing to the temper of the body ; and the repent- 
ance is to be estimated not by the tears, but by 
the grief, and the grief by the cordial hatred and 
forsaking of the sin, and a real resisting of tempta- 
tions to it. 

And consider how great a gift is the grace of 
repentance. 
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To admit mankind to repentance and pardon, was 
a fiavour greater than ever God gave to the angels 
and devils: for they were never admitted to the 
condition of second thoughts. Christ never groaned 
one groan for them ; He never suffered one stripe, 
nor one aflfront, nor shed one drop of blood, to 
restore them to hopes of blessedness after their 
first failings. 

But this He did for us : He paid the score of our 
sins only that we might be admitted to repent, and 
that this repentance might be effectual to the great 
purposes of felicity and salvation. Consider that 
as it cost Chbist many millions of prayers and 
groans and sighs, so He is now at this instant, and 
hath been these eighteen hundred years, night and 
day incessantly praying for grace to us that we may 
repent, and for pardon when we do, and for degrees 
of pardon beyond the capacities of our infirmi- 
ties, and the merit of our sorrows and amendment ; 
and this prayer He will continue till His second 
coming, for " He ever liveth to make intercession 
for us." 

And that we may know what it is in behalf 
of which He intercedes, St. Paul tells us his de- 
sign ; " we are ambassadors for Christ, as though 
He did beseech you by us ; we pray you in Chbist's 

stead to be reconciled to God." 
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And what Chbist prays us to do, He prays
